Does every child have equal op­ 
portunity for learning*” are ques­ 
tions many ask. 
The national observance on the 
first F riday in May, 
sponsored 
locally by the H arrisburg Council 
of United Church Women, will fo­ 
cus on a searching 
look at 
the 
public 
schools, 
here as* well as 
elsewhere across America. 
Local 
citizens will present 
a program 
designed to give the com m unity 
firsthand knowledge of its schools 
and how* to strengthen them. 
Russell Malan will be the speak­ 
e r for the meeting and an inter­ 
faith coffee hour will be observed. 
The 
them e 
of the 
day, 
Free 
Schools in a F ree America, was 
chosen by United Church Women, 
a general dep artm en t of the N a­ 
tional Council of Churches, which 
represents ‘en million women of 
the 
Protestant 
and 
Orthodox 
churches 
in the United 
States. 
The purpose is to arouse people 
to the fact that American schools 
are in jeopardy: that they are the 
problem of all; and that as C hris­ 
tians we must assum e responsi­ 
bility for seeing that our schools 
fulfill their heritage as free in­ 
hibitions of learning. 
The history and growth, as well 
as 
current problems in connec­ 
tion with the local schools will be 
thoroughly 
aired. 
Among 
ques­ 
tions to be posed are the adequacy 
of the school system for all child­ 
ren, the conditions needed or to 
be 
maintained 
to attract good 


teachers, 
and 
secure 
effective 
school boards, and ways for citi­ 
zens to influence the school pro­ 
gram constructively. 


"Alm ost 
every 
com m unity 
in 
the nation is faced with school dif­ 
ficulties,” said 
Miss Bess P em ­ 
berton of 218 West Lincoln, presi­ 
dent of the ’ocal council of United 
Church Women, in announcing the 
1957 
observance. 
" F o r 
every 
seventy-one 
pupils 
enrolled 
in 
A m erican schools ten years ago, 
there are one hundred today. We 
have failed throughout the country 
to 
build 
new 
schools 
rapidly 
enough or to train enough teac h ­ 
ers. 
Minority groups have suf­ 
fered the most. 
But if each com ­ 
munity will study and attack its 
own problems, we can help rec­ 
tify 
the 
present 
serious 
situa­ 
tion.” 


"W e have come a long way from 
the little red school house.” says 
Mrs. 
Alfred C hapm an 
of W ash­ 
ington’s Crossing, 
Pa. 
chairm an 
of the National 
Fellowship Day. 
I "N ow m any things need im prove­ 
ment. 
F or one thing, the statis­ 
tics on teach ers’ salaries show a 
national average for 1954 55 was 
, but $3,932. 
As a result too m any 
teachers leave the schoolroom for 
better paying jobs industry. There 
arc still ‘acres of apath y’ on the 
i part of the public toward their 
schools,” she said. 


United Church Women began its 
sponsorship 
of 
M ay 
Fellowship 
D ay in depression ridden '33, when 
a small band of church women 
met in New York to see what they 
could do through study, prayer, 
and direct action to help m eet the 
needs of all who m ake up the com 
munity. In the twenty-three years 
I intervening. United Church W om­ 
en have grappled with m any knot­ 
ty questions, not the least of which 
is the 1957 issue of assuring A m er­ 
ican children 
the schooling that 
j will best equip them for abundant

CHICAGO UPV—A Morton Grove, 
111., manufacturing firm claims it 
is the nation’s first major indus­ 
try to give retired employes medi­ 
cal care insurance. 
Bell & Gossett Co. said the cov­ 
erage is in the form of single pre­ 
mium contracts, effective on the 
retirement dates of the employes. 
It insures both them and their 
wives for the rest of their lives, the 
company said. 
The company said it will pay the 
entire cost of coverage for both the 
employe and wife in the case of all 
employes retiring after 20 years’ 
service. 
Employes retiring after 
less than 20 years will be covered 
by payment of a substantial por 


tion of the cost. Normal retirement 
age at the company is 65. 
The plan, worked out in cooper­ 
ation with actuaries of the Con­ 
tinental Assurance Co , provides 
hospital benefits for 31 days at $14 
a day, a $210 maximum for mis­ 
cellaneous hospital charges, and 
surgical benefits ranging from $5 
to $300, the company said.
